The artists wish to question the assumption that ideas and culture must be 
created by, or defined (approved) through, the 'centre', and then disseminated 
( imposed) , through its local representatives (politically and culturally ), in 
the various areas of society , those representatives see fit to target.

The poems were written 
on toilet paper, bible pages etc and smuggled out of prison via Sands 
own body. Tam Dean Burn re-enacts Sands' horrific experiences in a 
theatrical presentation of the poems accompanied by live fiddle' music 
Directed by Lisa Goldman, the show moves through jarring, soaring night 
mare ,dark farce and philosophical lament.lt is a moving and 
mesmerising tribute to the unquenchable spirit of revolt in the face 
of unimaginable torture and oppresion.

This billboard work was originally intended to be a related part of the exhibition, 

' NATIONAL VIRUS f ,( which in turn is part of the ’Workers City Month of Events 
and Debate’) at TRANSMISSION GALLERY 

The first proposed work (pictured over, top) was called, TOUR LETTER WORD', a 
simple juxtaposition of two symbols, possibly diametrically opposed, possibly 
enjoying an ambiguously symbiotic relationship. This piece of work was intended to 
offer the viewer a number of possible(plausible?) interpretations of the relationship 
between our, "National" flag and the symbol "Hate" depending on his/her 
particular attitudes and beliefs at this time. 

However, Mills and Allen, the billboard company involved in the Bellgrove 
Project,refused to paste up the work, deciding it was, "too political". A temporary 
compromise was reached which was to consist of only the flag with no text which 
would stay up for one week while another design was developed. 

Then, for reasons still unknown to all parties involved, two employees of M+A , 
instead of pasting up the agreed compromise, decided to paste up 3/4 of the original 
design— thus "HAT" (see over). This of course was unacceptable to everyone. 
Scotrail complained the next day and the offending text (hat!) was promptly pasted 
over by M+A. 

The compromise design, now displayed as agreed (see over) lasted only a few days 
before it was vandalised with NF graffiti. 

On Saturday 18th May the final work, "ACHE" was pasted up . Its title 
remains, "FOUR LETTER WORD ".( see over)
